While the outing of New 
Jersey Governor James E. McGreevey 
as a sodomite comes as no surprise to 
many, the big question is why he 
resigned, since the average voter has 
been programmed to consider 
homosexuality as irrelevant to a 
candidate’s qualifications.

The New Jersey legislature 
must enact a law prohibiting any 
foreigner or anyone holding dual 
citizenship from being employed by the 
State of New Jersey. (As a state 
employee, Cipel was paid $110,000 a 
month.)

Bilderberg: the Ultimate 
Conspiracy Theory

The Bilderberg group, an elite 
coterie of Western thinkers and power- 
brokers, has been accused of fixing the 
fate of the world behind closed doors. 
As the organisation marked its 50th 
anniversary, rumours are more rife than 
ever. 

Bilderberg telephone inquiries 
are met with an impersonal female 
voice reciting back the number and 
inviting callers to "leave a message 
after the tone". 

Anyone who accidentally 
dialled the number would probably 
think they had stumbled on just another 
residential answer machine. 







But behind this ultra-modest 
fagade lies one of the most 
controversial and hotly-debated 
alliances of our times. 

For four days some of the 
West's chief political movers, business 
leaders, bankers, industrialists and 
strategic thinkers will hunker down in a 
five-star hotel in northern Italy to talk 
about global issues. What sets 
Bilderberg apart from other high- 
powered get-togethers is its mystique. 

Not a word of what is said at 
Bilderberg meetings can be breathed 
outside. No reporters are invited in and 
while confidential minutes of meetings 
are taken, names are not noted. 

The shadowy aura extends 
further - the anonymous answerphone 
message, for example; the fact that 
conference venues are kept secret. 
The group, which includes luminaries 
such as Henry Kissinger and former UK 
chancellor Kenneth Clarke, does not 
even have a website. 

In the void created by such 
aloofness, an extraordinary conspiracy 
theory has grown up around the group 
that alleges the fate of the world is 
decided by Bilderberg. 

In Yugoslavia, leading Serbs 
have blamed Bilderberg for triggering 
the war which led to the downfall of 
Slobodan Milosevic. The Oklahoma 
City bomber Timothy McVeigh, the 
London nail-bomber David Copeland 
and Osama Bin Laden are all said to 
have bought into the theory that 
Bilderberg pulls the strings with which 
national governments dance. 

And while hardline right¬ 
wingers and libertarians accuse 
Bilderberg of being a liberal Zionist plot, 
leftists such as activist Tony Gosling 
are equally critical, condemning 
Bilderbergers as capitalists. 

A former journalist, Mr Gosling 
runs a campaign against the group 
from his home in Bristol, UK. 

"My main problem is the 
secrecy. When so many people with so 
much power get together in one place I 
think we are owed an explanation of 
what is going on.” 

Mr Gosling seizes on a quote 
from Will Hutton, the British economist 
and a former Bilderberg delegate, who 
likened it a gathering where "the 
consensus established is the backdrop 
against which policy is made 
worldwide". 

"One of the first places I heard 
about the determination of US forces to 
attack Iraq was from leaks that came 
out of the 2002 Bilderberg meeting," 
says Mr Gosling. 

But "privacy, rather than 
secrecy", is key to such a meeting says 


Financial Times journalist Martin Wolf, 
who has been invited several times in a 
non-reporting role. 

"The idea that such meetings 
cannot be held in private is 
fundamentally totalitarian," he says. 
"It's not an executive body; no 
decisions are taken there." 

Formed in the spirit of post¬ 
war trans-Atlantic co-operation, the 
idea behind Bilderberg (which was 
named after the hotel in Holland where 
the first meeting was held in 1954) was 
that future wars could be prevented by 
bringing power-brokers together in an 
informal setting away from prying eyes.

Italy

Bilderbergers say they do not 
know where their secret meeting will be 
held this year, so, in the spirit of 
brotherhood, American Free Press will 
help them. Go to Stresa, Italy, and 
check into the five-star Grand Hotel des 
lies Borromees June 3 to June 6. 

Until the moment AFP 
positively identified where the 
international banksters would hold their 
annual secret session, Bilderberg 
luminaries insisted they did not know 
where they would meet but were 
waiting for the word. 

Stresa, population 4636, is 30 
miles from Milan, in northern Italy, on 
the western shore of Lake Maggiore. 

Small as it is, Stresa has six 
major hotels. Five are four-star resorts, 
and one, where Bilderberg will set up 
shop, is five-star, with rooms costing 
about $500 a day. 

By high noon on June 2 the 
Grand Hotel des lies Borromees was 
cleared of all guests except 
Bilderberg's advance staff. For months, 
people seeking reservations have been 
told the hotel is all booked up June 3 to 
June 6. 

Insiders believe that high on 
the Bilderberg agenda will be the war in 
Iraq. Many European Bilderberg 
luminaries strongly opposed the U.S. 
invasion; but now other issues emerge: 
What new role for the United Nations? 
How to divide the oil and gas interests? 
Who will be embarrassed by having 
fraudulently profited from the UN's "oil- 
for-peace" program in which Saddam 
Hussein's Iraq was to be allowed to 
trade oil for food and medicine? 

Traditional issues are sure to 
be on the table. What steps can be 
taken to advance the ultimate goal of 
establishing a world government under 


the UN? Will Americans be so eager to 
lighten the burden in Iraq and 
Afghanistan that one of several 
versions of a global tax imposed 
directly by the UN will be achievable? 
Proposals include a small tax on oil at 
the barrel head, which would be 
reflected at the pump when you buy 
gas and a levy on international financial 

transactions.

Lawmen Must Enforce 
Constitutional Law, Reject 
Outlaw Legislation

In a famous ruling Supreme 
Court Chief Justice John Marshall 
proclaimed that any law passed by the 
legislature that is repugnant to the 
Constitution is null and void. (Marbury 
vs. Madison, 1803) 

Questions regarding the "First 
Law of Nature" (the human right and 
responsibility of self-defense) were 
resolved when the Second 
Amendment, the principal defender of 
our Bill of Rights, was ratified 
December 15th, 1791. 

The Second Amendment is as 
valid today as it was then. Its purpose 
remains sound and noble. Accordingly, 
constitutional law and common sense 
should render further discussion 
respecting the absolutes of self- 
defense as unwarranted. However, as 
this primary instinct of survival is now 
under a vicious attack by the 
encroaching United Nations, faithless 
politicians, and other debilitating 
influences of Socialist activism, a plan 
of rational reaction is in order. 

The Constitution enumerates 
the legitimate powers and limitations of 
federal and state government. 
Government has no constitutional 
authority to infringe upon our 
unalienable, Second Amendment rights 
nor our responsibility of self-protection. 
Yet elected officials have enacted 
treasonous and unconstitutional 
legislation, placing millions of men, 
women and children in jeopardy. 

Interestingly the courts have 
ruled "A state cannot impose a license, 
tax or fee on a constitutionally 
protected right.”

The U.S. Supreme Court 
broadly and unequivocally held that 
requiring licensing or registration of any 
constitutional right is itself 
unconstitutional. —Follett vs. Town of

McCormick, S.C., 321 U.S. 573 [1944], 
This rather settles the question 
concerning the unconstitutionality of 
licensing, taxation or registration of a 
constitutional right. 

Webster's University 

Dictionary defines Infringed to mean: 1. 
To violate or go beyond the limits of 
(e.g., a law). 2. To break (a law or 
agreement); fail to observe the terms 
of: violate. 3. To defeat: invalidate. - To 
encroach upon something. -- If the 
20,000 (plus) federal and state gun 
laws do not flawlessly illustrate 
Webster's definition of infringed, then 
no other repressive or invading action 
will. 

Clearly these so-called "gun 
control laws" should not be enforced 
but instead, denounced as "outlaw gun 
control legislation" which are indeed 
repugnant to the Constitution. These 
unconstitutional statutes are direct and 
treasonous assaults upon the men, 
women and children of this nation and 
our sovereign Constitutional Republic.

Aussie Granny Shoots 
Rapists 

MELBOURNE, Australia — Gun-toting 
granny Ava Estelle, 81, was so ticked- 
off when two thugs raped her 18-year- 
old granddaughter that she tracked the 
ex-cons down and shot off their 
testicles. 

The old lady spent a week 
hunting the men — and when she found 
them, she took revenge in her own 
special way, said Melbourne police 
investigator Evan Delp. Then she went 
to the nearest police station, laid the 
gun on the sergeant's desk and told 
him as calm as could be: “Those 
bastards will never rape anybody 
again, by God.” 

Cops say convicted rapist and 
robber Davis Furth, 33, lost both his 
penis and his testicles when outraged 
Ava opened fire with a 9-mm pistol in 
the hotel room where he and former 
prison cellmate Stanley Thomas, 29, 
were holed up. The wrinkled avenger 
also blew Thomas' testicles to kingdom 
come, but doctors managed to save his 
mangled penis, police said. The one 
guy, Thomas, didn't lose his manhood, 
but the doctor I talked to said he won't 
be using it the way he used to, 
Detective Delp told reporters. 

The Rambo Granny swung 
into action after her granddaughter 
Debbie was carjacked and raped in 
broad daylight by two knife-wielding 
men in a section of town bordering on 
skid row. "When I saw the look on my 
Debbie's face that night in the hospital, 

I decided I was going to go out and get 
those bastards myself 'cause I figured 
the Law would go easy on them," 
recalled the retired library worker. "And 
I wasn't scared of them, either — 
because I've got me a gun and I've 
been shootin' all my life. And I wasn't 
dumb enough to turn it in when the law 
changed about owning one." 

So, using a police artist's 
sketch of the suspects and Debbie's 
description tough-as-nails Ava spent 
seven days prowling the wino-infested 
neighborhood where the crime took 


place till she spotted the ill-fated rapists 
entering their flophouse hotel. “I know 
it was them the minute I saw 'em, but I 
shot a picture of 'em anyway and took it 
back to Debbie and she said sure as 
hell, it was them”, the oldster recalled. 
So I went back to that hotel and found 
their room and knocked on the door -- 
and the minute the big one, Furth, 
opened the door, I shot 'em right 
square between the legs. 

“Then I went in and shot the 
other one as he backed up pleading to 
me to spare him. Then I went down to 
the police station and turned myself in.” 

Baffled lawmen are trying to 
figure out exactly how to deal with the 
vigilante granny. “What she did was 
wrong, and she broke the law, but it is 
difficult to throw an 81-year-old woman 
in prison,” Det. Delp said, “especially 
when 3 million people in the city want 
to nominate her for sainthood and a 
medal.”

Record everyone’s tag 
number and get as much information 
as you can. If you can’t meet with the 
brother that was pulled over, send the 
information to me so that I can be the 
central depository for hooking up 
victims and witnesses. Police need 
probable cause to search your car 
without your consent. If you can 
stomach the time loss, the process, the 
suspicion, go the distance and do not 
consent to a search of your car without 
a warrant. The only way we can stop 
this madness is to stand up for the few 
rights we have left. Don’t continue to 
let others fight your fight. Until then, 
brothers and sisters watch you back!

South vs. Maryland, 59 US (HOW) 396, 
15 L. Ed. 433. 

A U. S. Federal Appeals Court 
declared in 1982, "There is no 
constitutional right to be protected by 
the state against being murdered by 
criminals or madmen." Bowers vs. 
Devot, 7th Circuit 686 F.2d 616.

Why the West is Losing

Three years after the Sept. 11, 
2001, attacks, America's politicians and 
media continue to gravely deceive the 
public about the so-called war on 
terrorism. 

Now the definitive book on 
terrorism has appeared that should be 
mandatory reading for every thinking 
person. It's called Imperial Hubris: Why 
The West is Losing the War on Terror. 

The cover simply identifies the 
author as "Anonymous," but he's 
already been widely identified as 
Michael Scheuer, a senior terrorism 
analyst for the CIA. 

It is unprecedented that a 
serving CIA officer was allowed to 
publish a book, one that is clearly a 
dramatic rebuke to the 
neoconservatives who drove the U.S. 
into two wars. 

Scheuer's work is a goldmine 
of information and brilliant analysis. It 
breaks taboos and sweeps away the 
clouds of lies about al-Qaida, Iraq and 
Afghanistan. He says U.S. leaders 
refuse to accept the obvious - "we are 
fighting a worldwide Islamic insurgency - 
- not criminality or terrorism.” 

None of bin Laden's reasons 
for waging war on the U.S., writes 
Scheuer, "have anything to do with our 
freedom, liberty, and democracy (as 
President George Bush claims), but 
everything to do with U.S. policies and 
actions in the Muslim world," notably 
unlimited support for Israel's repression 
of the Palestinians and the destruction 
of Iraq. "For cheap, easily accessible 
oil, Washington and the West have 




supported Muslim tyrannies (Osama) 
bin Laden and other Islamists seek to 
destroy," Scheuer writes. "The war has 
the potential to last beyond our 

children's lifetimes and be fought mostly 
on U.S. soil.” 

Bin Laden, argues Scheuer, is 
widely viewed by much of the Muslim 
world, infuriated by American actions in 
the Mideast, as neither a terrorist or 
madman but as a skilled warrior, the 
sole Muslim leader standing up to 

predatory western powers. 

Ironically U.S. and British 

military intervention in Afghanistan and 
Iraq "are completing the radicalization of 
the Islamic world," a prime bin Laden 
goal. 

Bush's misbegotten invasion of 
Iraq was "icing on bin Laden's cake.” 

The threat today facing 

America "is the defensive jihad (holy 
struggle), an Islamic military reaction 
triggered by an attack by non-Muslims 
on the Islamic faith, on Muslims, on 
Muslim territory." Muslims are 
increasingly fighting back. 

The Muslim world believes it is 
under total attack led by Bush — a 
massive effort to crush all who oppose 
U.S. domination, destroy Islam's 
inherent political role, eliminate Muslim 
charities, impose western values on the 
Islamic world and maintain puppet rulers 
— "spreading democracy" in Bush's 
lexicon. Terrorism is merely the tactics 
of the poor fighting the rich. 

"U.S. military operations in the 
Muslim world," he adds, "validate bin 
Laden's contention the U.S. is attacking 
Islam and supports any country willing 
to kill or persecute Muslims." 

Scheuer, breaking the ultimate 
taboo, observes of Washington's "one¬ 
way alliance" with Israel that "Israelis 
have succeeded in lacing tight the ropes 
binding the American Gulliver to the ... 
Jewish state and its policies." 

The wars in Afghanistan and 
Iraq are lost causes, Scheuer 
concludes. The U.S. is totally unable to 
create legitimate governments in either 
chaotic nation, only puppet regimes, 
supported by American bayonets. 

If the U.S. stays, it will bleed 
endlessly; if it retreats, it faces political 


disaster. 

Washington, he charges, has 
no strategy and is merely "winging it." 

In one of his most acute 
insights, Scheuer explains the U.S. 
cannot, for all of its riches, buy its way to 
victory in Afghanistan or Iraq. 

"Honour is still the currency of 
value in the Middle East, more so than 
goods and services." 

Blood-links trump all other 
affiliations or loyalties. 

Honour is why the Taliban 
refused to hand over bin Laden to the 
U.S., a man they regarded as their 
guest and a war hero, and why he has 
still not been betrayed in spite of a $25- 
million US reward in a nation where the 
annual income is $147. 

At least there is one person in 
Washington who understands the 
violence surrounding us -- and has the 
courage and patriotism to tell Americans 
the truth: Their own arrogance and 
ignorance are driving them into a no-win 
war against 1.3 billion Muslims.
